The evening was marked by 
the formal installation of Neil The great ma 3° rit V °* persons who are engaged in a trade 

or business as sole proprietors, or as partners, or who render 
services as independent contractors, find themselves confronted 
with the necessity of including, as a part of their income tax 
returns this year, a new self-employment tax, which makes them 
eligible for old age and survi¬ 
vor insurance, commonly call¬ 
ed social security benefits, as a 
safeguard against the occur¬ 
rence of old age dependency. 

This new provision, which is 
required rather than being op¬ 
tional, requires the payment of 
two and a quarter per cent of 
net earnings from self employ¬ 
ment, up to a total of $3600.00; 
and the payment is made as a 
part of the income tax return 
to be filed on or before March 
15, 1952. This payment will 
provide for four quarters of so¬ 
cial security coverage; because 
the payment to be made at this 
time applies to self-employ¬ 
ment income realized in 1951. 

All self - employed persons 
are covered by this new provi¬ 
sion, with the exception of the 
following: ministers and mem¬ 
bers of religious orders in the 
performance of their duties; 
physicians, lawyers, dentists, 
osteopaths, veterinarians, chiro¬ 
practors, naturopaths, optome¬ 
trists, Christian Science prac¬ 
titioners, architects, account¬ 
ants, professional engineers 
and funeral directors. 

Certain types of income do 
not constitute "net earnings 
from self employment,” and, 
therefore, persons receiving 
such income are not required 
to take it into consideration in 
determining their self-employ¬ 
ed income. These are: income 
from farming; income from in¬ 
terest and dividends, unless re¬ 
ceived as a dealer in securi¬ 
ties; gains and losses resulting 
from the sale or exchange of 
capital assets; and rental in¬ 
come, unless received by a real 
estate broker. 

The question of whether or 
not rental income is to be 
treated as self-employment in¬ 
come depends upon whether or 
not services are rendered in ad¬ 
dition to the rental of the prop¬ 
erty. In general, payments for 
the use or occupancy of entire 
private residences or living 
units in duplex or multiple 
housing projects are considered 
as rentals from real estate, and 
therefore, are not counted as 
self-employment income. How¬ 
ever, payments for the use or 
occupancy of a room or other 
space where services are also 
rendered to the occupant, 
such as rooms in a hotel, 
boarding houses, apartment 
houses which furnish hotel 
services, tourists camps, or 
space in parking lots, ware¬ 
houses or storage garages, are 
deemed not to constitute ren¬ 
tals from real estate, and so 
are to be counted as self-em¬ 
ployment income.

spins telephone cable in the air 


The device shown in the picture is a cable spinner, 
a modern machine used for placing cable in the air 
from pole to pole. The machine carries a spool of 
wire which it spins out as it moves along, wrapping 
the wire around the cable and a supporting strand 
called a "messenger.” A metal slot in front of the 
machine guides the cable as it is played out from a reel 
on the ground, and the whole assembly is pulled along 
by a truck. 

* 

This method of placing cable is faster than any other, 
and better, as it eliminates many troubles such as 
ring-cutting which causes service interruption. Hun¬ 
dreds of miles of cable have been placed during the 
last few years and more miles must be strung to keep 
up with the demand for telephones in this fast-grow¬ 
ing territory. The cable spinner helps to speed this 
work. 

The telephone industry is ever on the alert to find new 
ways to improve its service to the public.

height. Los Angeles County is no exception since the number 
of cases reported in the County is more than double the number 
usually reported for this season of the year. 

Reports further disclose that 
both children and adults are 
having a greater number of 
colds or cases of “flu” than is 
customary at this time. Ab¬ 
sences from school because of 
these illnesses are more than 
usual while many workers have 
recently reported “off the jou” 
for a day or so to a week or 
more. 

Although influenza is not 
now classed as a serious dis¬ 
ease insofar as it may cause 
death or prolonged illness, it 
nevertheless sometimes results 
in serious complications. How¬ 
ever, this .disease and the com¬ 
mon cold are responsible each 
year for a tremendous econom¬ 
ic loss to the American peo¬ 
ple. Last but not least, as most 
every person knows, the usual 
headaches, sore throat, fever 
and muscular pain that ac¬ 
company the “flu” or a bad 
cold are distinctly unpleasant. 

It is only in recent times 
that a few facts have been 
learned about influenza. In 
1933 British researchers discov¬ 
ered that a virus, Type A, was 
one cause of the disease. Seven 
years later American scientists 
isolated another virus which 
was called Type B. Since that 
time many more types have 
been discovered but medical 
authorities attribute most epi¬ 
demics since the 1920 outbreak 
of “Spanish Flu” to either 
Type A or B. 

Although vaccines in use at 
present are sometimes success¬ 
ful in preventing respiratory 
disorders, their period of effec¬ 
tiveness lasts for a compara¬ 
tively short time ranging from a 
period of six weeks to several 
months. 

As is true in avoiding a great 
number of ailments, a good 
physical condition and the 
taking of sensible precautions 
are necessary in order to pre-
